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EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . Claims 1-1 1 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons 
for allowance: 

2. There is no prior art that teaches or reasonably suggests the claimed rotatable 
optical fiber holder with the specific elements and the specific combinations including a 
retaining portion with two opposite walls extending upwardly from a lower part, a fixing 
portion having a grooved defined by a cylindrical body, a base and a flange and a C- 
shaped spacer that is placed in an annular groove of a base as set forth in claim 1 . 

3. There is no prior art that teaches or reasonably suggest the claimed optical fiber 
holder with the specific elements and the specific combinations including a retainer 
portion, fixing portion, and a spacer that encircles a cylindrical body of the retainer as 
set forth in claim 4. 

4. There is no prior art that teaches or reasonably suggest the claimed optical fiber 
holder with the specific elements and the specific combinations including a retaining 
portion, fixing portion, and a radial expandable spacer as set forth in claim 10. 

5. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.

U.S. Patents 6,684,021 B2, 6,636,680 B2, 6,510,274 B1 , and 6,654,537 B2 by 
Wu et al all show optical fiber holder. Katenouchi (JP 1 1-52210) shows an optical 
element holder however, Katenouchi does not teach the claimed groove as set forth in 
claim 1 and retainer for retaining optical fibers as set forth in claims 4 and 10.
